The Weed Tax. 

Hon. George Huadley got into trouble with 
some of the Government supporters in the 
Legislature when he tried to empower weed 


inspectors to order a farmer to destray a crop | 
of grain which was notably infested with sow | 


thistle, Canada thistle or blue lettuee. The 
mutinous members were willing to sacrifice a 


crop to get rid of the sow thistle, but not to} 


eradicate the Canadian variety or the lettuce 
They were probably right in declining to 
carry weed destruction just, yet to that dres- 
tie point. But the Minister deserves credit at 
least for being willing to go too far in the right 
direction, rather than not far enough. The 
Alberta farmer can be saved more money by 
the extermination of weeds than he is at all 
likely to save through any reduction in freight 
rates. That fact is unquestionable, and it 
ought never to be forgotten

in 1881. 

Thirteen years later, to be exact, 
Hamilton, the Ty Cobb of his day, whe holds the ree- 
ord of 116 bases stolen during the season equalled 
the record set by Gore. He played for rhiladethpia 
against Washington. 

Hemilton'’s performance of stealing seven bases tn 
one game is 83 years old. Since he gave that sensa 
tional exhibition of base running, no modern player has threatened th 
mark except Eddie Collins. 

That may occasion considera’

not gone back on him, and today he would be called slow, but baseball has 
had few greater baserunners than Eddie Collins 

Twice hes Collins stolen six bases for a modern record. Both perfor- 
mances came late in the season of 1912. Playing for Philaderphia against 
Detroit on Sept. 11, he first threatened the record mark, On Sept. 22 
against St. Louis he repeated the trick. 

“T came within a whisker of equaling the record of seven stolen bases 
in one of those two games,” remarked Collins to me recently 

“Which one I cannot say. However, one play on which T wae called out 
was very close. I didn’t think T was teuched but the umpire did and that 
settled it. 

“Had I been declared safe, es after events proved, T would now share 
the baserunning record for a single game with Gore and Hamilton.”
